DISTRICT ATTORNEY SCORES WIDOW AND HER LOVER AS TRIAL OF MRS. RUTH SNYDER AND HENRY JUDD GRAY, HELD FOR MURDER, OPENS

Baldly, bluntly and without attempt 
at adornment, District Attorney Rich­ 
ard S. Newcombe thus presented to a 
jury today the alleged killing of Al­ 
bert Snyder, home-loving husband, by 
his wife. Ruth Brown Snyder, and her 
< or.set 
salesman-lover, 
Henry 
Judd 
Gray. 
Both of them later confessed," con­ 
tinued the district attorney, while the 
ley eyes of the widow never wavered 
from him. 
“We will introduce their 
confessions at this trial,"

Both Mrs. .Snyder and Gray, sitting 
j ten feet apart, were deathly pale os 
the droning voice of the district attor­ 
ney spelled out to the Jury the de­ 
tails of what has been characterized 
the most brutal and revolting crime of 
a decade. 
H er paleness, however, 
was that of icy composure. Gray was 
visibly agitated 
They never glanced 
at each other. 
Pictures Precautions.

“The job done,” went on the district 
attorney, “They go out of the room. 
Gray wore suede gloves. 
He goes to 
the bathroom to wash off the blood of 
Albert Snyder. 
There is blood on his

Step by step, then, the district at­ 
torney pictured to the jury the elabo­ 
rate bat stupid precautions taken to 
make the murder appear as a robbery. 
He told of the over turned chairs, the 
rifled bureau drawers, the disarrange­ 
ment of the house, and finally of Mrs. 
Snyder'* being trussed up with rope 
and a gag to make the p:»fu-e com­ 
p ete. 
Complete Story of Crime. 
The murder of Albert Snyder, New­ 
combe said, was one of cold blooded 
deliberation and premedlation. 
“We will show you,” he promised 
the jury, “that Snyder watt elated for 
killing on March 7." Snyder was act­ 
ually killed on the nigat of March 19.

They entered his home In the 
ie el of night—they struck him with 
n iron sash weight—they tied picture 
v re around hi* neck—they even chlo­ 
roformed him.” 
Baldly, bluntly and without attempt
